She'd 
ttit cot out inter the main wagon road, 
baojc of 'Squire Baxter's plaoe, an' I 
was still In the brush makin' my way 
out to the edge ot the elearln', when 
along comes an ole nigger with a run 
ou his shoulder and a little yeller 
dog at hi* heela. The dog seed the 
rabbit in tbe road and made tor It witb 
a yele. The rabbit, er what appeared 
to be sieh. flew to a small Jack oak tree 
near by, skinned up it, got out on one 
of the fust limba and sot thar with bar 
up and back humped. At sight of thu 
queer eoaduot of a rabbit the little dog 
wur all broke up. He dropped hi) tail 
between hi* legs and wont whinin* 
baok to his master.
